VILLAGE OFFICERS IN PROPRIETARY AND 

RYOTWARI VILLAGES

and allowance payable to Village Officers m proprietary

it on par with those paid to village Officers in Ryotwan

The Hon. Sn K. Koti Reddi — 

(a) There is no proposal now under the consideration of 

Government to revise the scales of pay and allowances 
of village officers in the Proprietary Estates* The ques- 
tion whether the salaries of the Village Officers in the 
Estates taken over by the Government under the Estates 
Abolition Act, should be refixed at the rates paid to the 
bulk o£ the Village Officers in the Ryotwan areas is now 
under the consideration of Government. 

(b) The answer is in the affirmative. The Village Officers in the 

Estates taken over by the Government are paid commis* 
sion for the collections made by them under Estates 
Land (Reduction of Rent) Act, 1947. (Madras Act x\x of 
1947) and section 55 (1) of the Madras Estates (Abolition 
and conversion into Ryotwan) Act, 1948 (Madras Act 
xxvi of 1948). Upto 1951, the total commission 
payable to Village Officers and servants was 4 percent 
calculated on the actual collections made by the Village 
headman. In 1951, the total commission payable to 
Village Officers and servants was raised to 5 percent Out 
of this 5 per cent commission, the headman is paid 
% per cent, the karnam is paid 2 per cent generally and 
the village servants are paid 1 percent (to be shared by 
both the talayaris and vettis.)
